ment orf wheat delivered to the wheat 
board. 

Such an, interim payment would be' 
payable only after sales of wheat by 
the board bad accumulated sufficient 
money to -warrant an additional pay¬ 
ment over and above the initial 70 
cents advanced when the wheat is de¬ 
livered. 

- Mr. Gardiner explained that if such 
legislation were now on the statute:, 
an interim payment would not be pos¬ 
sible at present because insufficient 


^n common with the rest of Alber-j 
ta, the.Vulcan district has received an, 
abundance of moisture this month. 
The records kept by George McMann 
of the Searle Grain Co/show a total 
of 2.09 inches since April 1st. This 
reading was taken Tuesday noon and 
light snow was still falling Wednesday 
morning, with no indication of a 
change in the weather. Last year this 
district received only .28 of an inch of 
moisture during April and the ten 
year average for the month is about 
one inch. 

The wet spring has delayed seed* 
trig and farmers will be on the land 
much Tater than usual but the assur¬ 
ance of sufficient moisture to hasten 
germination wftbn seeding is complet¬ 
ed and to give the crop a good start is 
generally appreciated. A few days of 
sunshine will dry the land sufficiently 
to allow* seeding to start and those 
with large acreages are equipping 
tractors With lights and making other 
preparations to work night and day at 
the task of getting the crop in. It is 
estimated that ten days of steady 
seeding would see most of the crop in 
and wheat may be planted safely up to 
the middle of May. 

District roads have been mostly im¬ 
passable for the past week and the 
highway is also reported to be in bad 
shape, with the half-load truck ban. 
again put into force on Monday.

W. C. Fisher, provincial president of 
the Alberta Fish and Game Associa¬ 
tion, has circularized all branches of 
the association suggesting certain 
dates of open seasdn for waterfowl 
and upland game. , These proposed 
dates will be considered by the local 
association, and approval or disap¬ 
proval expressed._ 

The date recommended for migrat¬ 
ing waterfowl as affecting Alberta 
south of the main line of the C.P.R., 
would open the season at noon Tues¬ 
day, Oct. 1 and continue till sunset on 
Nov. 30. 

Open season on Hungarian part¬ 
ridge from noon Oct. 1 to sunset Nov. 
30 in that part of jhe province lying 
south of the Athabasca River to the 
town of Fort McMurruy thence along 
the Clearwater River in Township 90. 
Daily limit 15 birds; total bag limit 
as last season. 

Open season for prairie chicken and 
ruffed grouse, in that portion of the 
province south of the Red Deer, one 
week to be allowed with total limit of 
10 birds;--north of Red Deer from 
Sept. 14 to Oct. 31. 

Open season on pheasants to-be per¬ 
mitted for one week on cock birds with 
total bag of 10 birds. 


Recently Elected Members 
Meet in Kdmonton; Appoint¬ 
ment of Leader Deferred 


The nineteen Independent members 
elected in the provincial election, met 
in F.dmonton on April 20. This was 
the first gathering of the body of 
members forming government opposi¬ 
tion. The naming of a House leader 
was deferred till later date. If the 
government decides to call a special 
session, another conference will be 
held to name a leader. 

In the meantime the conference 
named a comjnittee \ of seven with 
Mayor Andy Davison as chairman, 
and the following members: J. H. 
Walker, Warner; Dr. Peter Campbell, 
Lethbridge; Alfred Speakman, Red 
Deer; George MacLachlan, Pembina; 
Donald McKinnon, Gleichen, and J. 
Percy Page, Kdmonton, who will act 
as secretary. 

The function of this committee is to 
keep in touch with all members of the 
Independent group. 

In November a meeting of Inde¬ 
pendent representatives from the dif¬ 
ferent constituencies will be held for 
the purpose of establishing a perman¬ 
ent Independent organization. The 
committee will prepare a draft pro¬ 
gram of policy for the consideration 
of the conference. 

. The Independent members consist 
of former U.F.A., Conservatives and 
Liberals, all elected on a coalition.. 
They voted unanimously in harmony 
and co-operation in dealing with all 
public questions on the floor of the 
house while reserving to each mem¬ 
ber the right to express his individual 
opinions at all times. • * 

A flurry was created through a let¬ 
ter received by Hugh John MacDon¬ 
ald of Kdmonton and J. J. Bowlen of 
Calgary, from the Kdmonton Liberal 
Association^ repudiating any over¬ 
tures to fuse the provincial Liberal 
party with hny other new party. 
Both these members were formerly 
Liberals but were elected by the In¬ 
dependent movement. Mr. KtocDon- 
ald declared emphatically that they 
would co-operate with the Independ¬ 
ents in any way, having been elected 
in opposition to the government, by a 
coalition. Mr. Bowlen resented the 
letter and the time of its arrival just 
before the meeting.

"^OT long ago, an old friend who has recently ert- 
^ listed, called at this office. The transformation in 
this man was incredible.

This conversation seemed to emphasize the need for 
special planning for soldiers after they are demobilized. 
After a man is fed, clothed, sheltered for some years, 
and free of the responsibility of directing his ow'n life, 
it would be strange if his outlook and zest for business 
were not influenced. Even though physically fit, the 
average soldier is likely to suffer bewilderment if im¬ 
mediately plunged into the mad struggle where a man 
has to make his own way with no sustaining hand to pro¬ 
vide his daily bread. This is likely to be particularly 
true of the younger men who yvill have had no wage- 
earning experience prior to army life. 

And this seems to be the point which governments 
should consider seriously in their post-war planning. 
What type of work can be provided which will bridge the 
gap between a soldier’s life and civil life? What meas¬ 
ures can be taken to prevent so many falling by the 
wayside as they qid in the last war, unable to adjust 
themselves immediately and declining in business value 
with every idle year. In spite of present hopes and 
promises, returned men will not be adsorbed in indus¬ 
try, if they are not competent—and it is not fair that 
industry should be expected to carry the burden of “first 
chance to soldiers.” Neither is this fair to the .oncoming 
youngsters who have just as strong a claim on the World 
of employment. Medical men, industrialists and gov¬ 
ernments should even now be -charting out a plan of 
work which will employ soldiers immediately upon de¬ 
mobilization, adjusting them as quickly and easily as 
may be, to the very different demand's of useful civilian 
life. 


. “Don’t ask any questions” the Germans are told. It ap¬ 
pears that some were curious about what is going on. Par¬ 
ents, for instance, wanted to know what happened to their 
sons and are impertinent enough to make inquiries of Nazi 
officials. This shows they have not yet been seized with the 
Nazi thesis that it Is the state that counts—not the individ¬ 
ual. ! A German sjiows lack of appreciation of Nazi doc¬ 
trine when he bothers the state about what happened to his 
sons or his brothers. If they don’t come back he will know 
that they have died gloriously for the fatherland.

If 
vegetables, strains may have become 
mixed or we may have unwittingly se¬ 
lected those from too late maturing 
plants. 

, Seed saving is a job for the experts. 
Best commercial seed comes from 
special farms operated by profession¬ 
als. When we get our seed from a 
reliable Canadian seed house, we do 
not have to worry, be jpg assured that 
the picture on the packet represents 
the final result, if we follow the simple 
directions and give a little care.

Even the apartment dweller is able 
to satisfy a gardening ambition when 
it comes to window boxes. This sort 
of gardening is highly intensive with 
many more plants to the square foot 
than would be grown under ordinary 
conditions. Thi9 means that very rich 
soil should be used and in addition a 
faiirly frequent application of chemi¬ 
cal fertilizer during the season. Being 
exposed on all sides to drying winds, 
a thorough watering once a day of 
the window box is advised. 

The box stained green or brown, or 
painted to match the house, trim, 
should be as long as the window and 
should be arranged so that the top of 
it is almost flush with the window sill.. 
There must be holes in the bottom co 
provide drainage, and also a layer of 
gravel, cinders, broken crockery or 
similar material for the same purpose. 

Along the front of window boxes 
are planted trailing Nasturtiums, Gei-
